Klwwhere  the 
quality  wna  gootl,  eKix-cially  In  the  Lower  .Mainland  i.nd  iHliinda  aettlona,  wh»rc 
eurlng  weather  waa  Ideal,  and  mmh  Ufn  iihrlnkage  wan  reiM>rte«l  at  ballng-tlme  than 
during  other  yeura  of  greater  ralnrnll. 

Fodder-eom  in  conneetion  with  dairying  la  rapiilly  IncreaHing  in  area,  and,  while 
as  yet  comimratlvely  Hniall.  haa  increawd  from  lean  tinin  200  acrea  In  1»13  to  over 
1,700  aeres  in  lltl."!.  the  iargeat  iwrientage  Wing  found  aloig  the  Kraner  Ulver,  In  the 
I^wer  Mainland  B«Htlon,  wliere  the  average  yield  haa  almoat  doubljtl  Mmv  1(11.1,  the 
highest  being  20  and  the  average  12  tona,  while  that  for  the  entire  I'rovlni-e  waa 
11.42  tona  for  1010. 

Sutflclent  exi>erlmcnting  In  need-aeUKtion  and  cnitural  methoda  haa  Iteen  carried 
on  to  convince  growera  that  thia  crop  can  la;  au(i-»'Kafully  nnitured  in  many  aoutliern 
sec'tioii8  of  the  Province,  and  eape«lally  in  tlie  Okanagnn  Valley,  where  auHh-lent  aeetl 
can  be  aucceaafuliy  producecl  for  the  entire  Trovince. 

The  Introduction  of  thia  crop  la  reniH)nHibie  for  the  conatrnctlon  of  nearly  200 
■iioa  in  the  paat  two  yeara,  with  an  average  capacity  of  :,(»  to  CO  tona. 

I'ricea  of  hay  have  rnleil  from  12  to  14  la-r  cent,  lower  than  1014,  ao  that  there 
la  a  decrease  In  the  total  value  of  fothlera  of  11  iK>r  cent. 

VE0ETABI.K8. 

The  only  marke<l  change  in  tiie  acreage  of  vegetabicit  waa  witli  tieid-roota,  which 
ahow  an  Incn-aao  of  nearly  «)  iH'r  cent,  over  1014,  la-iiig  aci-ounteil  for  almoat  entirely 
by  new  acreage  In  aectlona  recently  oi>encd  al<«i«  new  railways  and  the  Peace  Ulver 
aeetiou  in  Northern  British  Columbia. 

Of  the  total  acreage  of  vegetables.  (IS  jht  cent,  was  potatia'S,  wlilch  In  yield 
averaged  .'i.-'M  tons,  or  11  i>er  cent,  less  than  11114  and  S  la-r  cent,  less  than  the  average 
for  the  two  yeara  1913  and  1014.  Yields  in  the  fpiier  Mainland  were  generally  above 
normal,  but  In  t  >e  Lower  Mainland  and  laiands  sections,  where  over  43  iier  cent,  of 
the  total  acreage  was  found,  yields  were  3.'5  jier  i-ent.  leaa  than  1014.  due  chiefly  to 
the  dry  weather. 

Prices,  while  very  discouraging  at  first,  have  since  risen,  but  stiii  will  average 
below  those  realized  in  1014.  The  quality  at  plttlng-tlme  whs  not  affected  to  any 
extent  by  blight. 

Field-roots  and  other  vegetables  were  above  normal  in  yield  in  all  sections,  except 
the  Lower  Mainland  and  Islands,  where  they  were  from  30  to  35  per  cent,  below  1914. 

The  turnip-crop  In  particular  suffered  much  from  dry  weather  and  aphis. 

The  yield  of  hops  proved  slightly  less  than  1014.
